4. — CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

Pneumonia  caused  2  deaths. 

It  will  be  noted  with  satisfaction  that  the  number  of  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  is  slightly 
less  than  the  number  notified  in  1949.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  Council’s  progressive  Housing  policy  and 
their  successful  endeavours  to  reduce  overcrowding,  especially  in  those  cases  where  one  member  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  suffers  from  active  Tuberculosis.  Early  curable  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  have  still  too  long 
to  wait  for  admission  to  a  Sanatorium.  The  shortage  of  Sanatorium  beds  is  in  great  part  due  to  the 
shortage  of  Nurses  willing  to  nurse  Tuberculous  patients.

Measles  was  very  prevalent  in  the  District  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Some  of  the  cases  were 
than  usual,  but  despite  this  fact  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


5.— SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITAL  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  AVAILABLE  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

A.  — Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(1)  General:  There  are  2  Nurses  in  the  District  engaged  in  general  district  work,  who  are 
affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

(2)  For  Infectious  Diseases: — Some  of  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  removed  to 
Isolation  Hospitals,  the  remainder  were  either  nursed  by  their  relatives  or  by  nurses  ob¬ 
tained  from  Nursing  Homes  or  Hospitals  outside  the  District.

There  are  2  Certified  Midwives  practising  in  the  District. 

C.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

There  is  one  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Charlton  Road,  provided  and  staffed  by  the  County 
Council. 


D.  — Hospitals  Available  for  the  District.

(3)  Other.  Some  unused  buildings  in  the  grounds  of  the  former  Isolation  Hospital  have  been 
converted  into  a  Hospital  for  the  aged  sick. 

There  is  one  District  Hospital  at  Shepton  Mallet  for  the  treatment  of  general  medical  and 
surgical  cases.  There  is  no  Public  Assistance  Institution,  the  building  having  been  taken 
over  by  the  County  Council  as  an  Institution  for  persons  suffering  from  mental  Deficiency. 

E.  — Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Infants  :  None. 

Homeless  Children  :  Hillworth  House,  staffed  and  equipped  by  the  Somerset  County  Council. 

F.  — Ambulance  Facilities.

Car  are  kept  at  the  Commercial  Road  Garage,  Shepton  Mallet,  Telephone  No.  242,  and 
in  case  of  need,  additional  ambulances  are  obtainable  through  the  local  branch  of  the 
B.R.C.S.,  and  also  from  Wells  and  Radstock. 

G.  — Scabies: — No  cases  of  Scabies  have  been  reported  to  me. 

6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Examinations  of  bacteriological  and  pathological  specimens  are  carried  out  at  The  Public  Health 

Laboratory,  Taunton;  considerable  use  of  this  Laboratory  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  kept  at  Messrs.  Boots  (Chemists),  and  Miss  Watkins  (Chemist). 

Supplies  can  be  obtained  from  them  by  Practitioners  on  the  National  Health  Service  prescription  form. 

7.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  TFIE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 

There  is  one  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  and  Sanitary  Surveyor,  and  additional  Sanitary 

Inspector  (both  whole-time  officers)  and  myself  (a  part-time  officer).  There  is  one  Health  Visitor  in  the 

District. 


8.— WATER  SUPPLY. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  have  piped  water  supplies  from  the  mains 
of  the  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company.  A  local  Brewery  also  has  its  own  private  well  supply. 

During  the  year,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Five  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Satisfactory  reports  were  received 
in  four  instances,  but  the  unsatisfactory  result  obtained  in  respect  of  the  fifth  sample  was  investigated  but 
could  not  be  accounted  for.  Three  of  the  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  a  local  medical  practitioner 
in  connection  with  cases  of  gastro-enteritis,  but  satisfactory  reports  were  received  on  these  samples. 

Following  the  receipt  of  complaints  of  the  discoloration  of  the  interior  of  cooking  utensils  at  newly 
erected  houses  where  copper  piping  had  been  used  for  water  services,  three  samples  of  water,  including 
one  control,  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  examination  and  his  reports  theron  (ref¬ 
erence  Nos.  G142,  G143  and  C145)  indicate  that  the  amount  of  copper  in  the  water  was  unlikely  to  be 
prejudicial  to  health.  A  sample  from  a  source  also  used  for  public  supplies  was  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  (reference  C141)  and  the  reports  on  this  and  the  other  main  source  were  as  follows. —

The  Beacon  Hill  spring  supply  serves  a  small  number  of  properties  in  .  the  northernmost  part 
of  the  urban  district,  the  remainder  of  the  area  being  fed  by  the  Windsor  Hill  springs.  No  information 
is  available  as  to  any  contamination  of  the  source  of  supply.  The  waters  are  not  thought  to  have  any 

plumbo-solvent  action. 

There  are  no  known  public  standpipes,  but  a  few  houses  share  communal  taps. 

A  large  Bacon  Factory  has  its  own  well,  but  the  water  is  used  for  washing  down  and  flushing 
purposes  only,  the  town  supply  being  utilised  for  all  processes  in  connection  with  food  production. 

Main  water  was  laid  on  to  one  farm  property  at  which  a  well  supply  had  previously  been  found 
unsatisfactory. 

Negotiations  are  in  hand  for  the  provision  of  main  water  supplies  to  three  cottages  at  Cannards 
Grave,  where  two  wells  had  previously  been  found  unsatisfactory. 

Several  small  mains  extensions  have  been  carried  out  or  are  in  hand,  particularly  in  respect  of  the 
Council’s  housing  estate  at  Ridgeway,  but  the  loop  main,  from  West  Shepton  via  Hitchen  Lane  to  Ridge¬ 
way,  referred  to  in  previous  reports,  has  not  yet  been  commenced.

18— PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Council  have  continued  the  arrangements  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal.  A  weekly 
collection  is  made  from  all  domestic  and  trade  premises,  this  work  being  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with 
a  modern  covered  refuse  collection  motor  vehicle. 

At  the  request  of  a  small  number  of  traders,  trade  refuse  is  collected  on  two  additional  days  each 
week,  a  small  charge  being  made  for  this  service. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  a  disused  quarry  at  Winsor  Hill. 

The  collection  of  waste  paper,  which  had  been  discontinued  in  the  latter  part  of  the  previous 
year,  was  resumed  in  April,  satisfactory  arrangements  having  been  made  for  disposal  of  the  arisings. 


19. — PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

The  only  Swimming  Pool  is  that  situated  at  Eastfleld  and  owned  by  the  Council. 

In  view  of  the  very  unfavourable  weather,  there  was  considerable  fluctuation  in  the  number  of 
bathers.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  number  of  bathers  on  a  fine  day  would  be  about  300  (three 
hundred),  inclusive  of  season  ticket  holders. 

The  pool  is  filled  from  the  mains  of  the  Shepton  Mallet  Waterworks  Company,  which  is  a  chlor¬ 
inated  supply. 

The  purification  plant  comprises  hand-controlled  electrically-operated  Horseley  Piggott  filter  with 
Wallace  &  Tiernan  chlorination  apparatus. 

The  estimated  turnover  period  is  14  hours. 

During  the  season,  8  (eight)  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  satis¬ 
factory  reports  were  received  in  all  cases. 


20.— RIVER  POLLUTION. 

Discussions  and  Consultations  have  taken  place  with  the  County  Health  Department  and  the 
Somerset  Rivers  Board  regarding  the  effluent  from  the  Council’s  Sewage  Farm,  the  Council  have  under 
consideration  the  modernisation  of  the  existing  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal.
